First to Reach Sunken Submarine 
Last Week. 

The U. S. S. Putnam. Comman- 
der C. H. Shaw, of Avon ,road 
commanding, was the first to go in 
search of the unfortuate S-51. It 
was the searching seaplane detailed 
for use in the destroyer's experi- 
ments in torpedo firing that dis- 
covered the location of the S-51. 

In describing the search, Com- 
mander Shaw wrote home : 

"I was roused about quarter of 
five with news that we were wanted 
to go and search for a sunken sub- 
marine somewhere around Block. 
Island. Of course there was 
liberty party ashore, only two offi- 
cers on board, the rest away. We 
hustled around and went along with- 
out them in less than an hour. 

"We had the bearings reported by 
the City of Rome and she said there 
was an oil slick. We found a buoy 
made of life preservers that we 
thought was a clue until we ex- 
amined and found old sea growth 
on it. The S-i came along after a 
bit and our own torpedo chasing 
.plane came out. I went east, S-i 
went west and we searched around. 
The plane seemed to have some- 
thing, so we followed him and S-i 
and another sub found bubbles and 
a little oil. S-i anchored on the 
spot and we returned to Newport 
to get our crew and came along to 
New Haven. 

"I got my first look at the Sun- 
dav New York papers just now. 
I find I'm quoted quite a lot in the 
Herald about the S-51. I didn't 
talk to anybody about whether the 
S-51. crew were living or not be- 
cause of air bubbles coming up. It 
all made out of whole cloth except 
of course the fact that I went out 
in the Putnam." 



Boyd to Be Candidate for Toga 

" Too Early to Talk/' Says Stites 



One of the tightest political 
fights that Montgomery county 
has ever witnessed may take place 
next May when the Republicans 
will nominate a State Senator in 
the spring primaries. The term 
of Senator Flecher W. Stites, oi 
Narberth, expires next year, and 
both Mr. Stites and former State 
Senator James S. Boyd, of Nor- 
ristown, have signified their in- 
tentions of running for the office. 

Mr. Boyd has yet made no 
public statement that he will run 
but definite announcement that he 
would be in the race was made 
this week by the Norristown 
Times-Herald, the organization 
paper at the county seat. 

"Unmistakable political signs, 
supported by the opinions of in- 
fluential political leaders, enable 
us to state unqualifiedly that Mr. 
Boyd will be a candidate for the 
nomination in the spring pri- 
maries," declares the Times-Her- 
old. 

Reached at his home in Nar- 
berth last night, Senator Stites 
was asked if he had any comment 
to make on this announcement. 

"None at all." he declared. "1 
expect to run but it is too early 
vet to talk politics." 

A little over six months ago Mr 
Boyd began to appear with great 
regularity at public gatherings and 
community functions up Norris- 
town way and rumors forthwith 



started that he was contemplating 
entering the race for the Sena- 
torial toga. No definite declara- 
tion could be secured from him. 
however, that he would run. The 
announcement now that he will 
;un is regarded in some quarters 
as a "feeler." It is not definite 
enough to commit the former Sen- 
ator and yet it has delightful pos- 
sibilities as an information getter 

Should Stites and Boyd finally 
come to grips in a struggle foi 
the Montgomery Senatorship an 
interesting situation would result 
Senator Stites. who was assisted 
to office b}' the Johnson county 
machine, has not always been a 
"regular" in his affiliations. This 
was notably so a year or so ago 
when he was considered leader of 
the insurgent Pinchot forces at 
the State capital. Yet in spite of 
this there has been some doubt 
that the Johnson forces would re- 
fuse their support to the former 
Narberth burgess in his ambitions 
for a second term. 

Stites is regarded as having a 
strong independent backing in the 
county and political observers 
have expressed doubt that the ma- 
chine would care to fight him. 
This doubt has become more pro- 
nounced as rumors of conciliatory 
efforts from both camps have be- 
come current. Should Stites and 
Boyd therefore come together it

The various booths did a thriving 
business. Everyone on the grounds 
seemed to be carrying a prize of 
some kind — a box of Wilbur Buds, 
a beautiful fitted bag, a blanket, a 
pieces of aluminum ware or a bas- 
ket of groceries. Future years will 
probably bring bigger fairs and big- 
gers crowds but no one will have 
any more fun and enjoyment than 
seemed to be the lot of everyone 
who attended this year. 



Vigorous protest has developed 
against the .bus line which the Phila- 
delphia Suburban Transit Company 
proposes to establish through Mer- 
ion and Wynnewood. Residents of 
those communities are up in arms 
over the proposed route and spent 
the week getting in touch with prop- 
er authorities to block it. 

Opposition to the new line was 
also voiced by the Montgomery Bus 
Company, which operates the Lan- 
caster avenue buses. This combined 
with the protest of the property 
owners and the stand of the Lower 
Merion commission against more 
buses will probably cause the Public 
Service Commission to kill the appli- 
cation for the new line. 

This line, if the application which 
the company now has before the 
Public Service Commission is grant- 
ed, would run from Lancaster ave- 
nue, Overbrook, to City avenue, to 
Wynnewood road, to Penn road, to 
Aubray road, to Kent road, to 
Church road, to Thompson avenue, 
to Merion road, to Wyndham road, 
to Morris avenue, to Montgomery 
avenue and return. It is one of the 
several changes in service proposed 
by the company which operates the 
present line from Overbrook to 
Bryn Mawr via the* Montgomery 
pike. 

Wynnewood residents, who de- 
clare that they had their first intima- 
tions of the new line when they read 
the story published in this paper last 
week, were particularly exercised 
over the proposed route. There was 
no need for it, they protested. Fur- 
thermore, they claimed, buses on 
these jnarow thoroughfares would 
makejtravel for other traffic ex- 
tremely dangerous. 

A -slrhilar stand was taken by 
Merj/||-:residents, who after^a taste 
of" Lincoln Highway detour-traffic 
on narrow Wynnewood road have 
no liking for the heavier traffic 
which a bus line would bring. No 
stand in the controversy has been 
taken by the Merion Civic Associa- 
tion as no meeting of its directors 
has yet been held, but residents of 
the Wynnewood road section were 
warned by Mrs. Percy H. Matthes, 
the secretary, and 10 of them ap- 
peared before the commission in 
Philadelphia last week to protest 
Among them were Messrs. John 
Lawson, Harry Anderson, Roberl 
Wall and Mrs. Newbold Watson. 

In Wynnewood a series of pro- 
tests were lodged with Commis- 
sioner Andrew MacDonald by Arn- 
old Gerstell and property owners of 
Church road, and by Fred W. Wes- 
ton, president of the Wynnewood 
Civic Association.

will be interesting to watch the 
manner in which the various polit- 
ical factors of the county will line 
up. 

"For months Mr. Boyd has 
been one of the biggest political 
enigmas in Montgomery county. 
Political leaders and workers 
have realized the former State 
paigning in every section of the 
county for more than a year but 
they have been mystified as to his 
definite goal. 

"A thorough analysis of the po- 
litical situation has developed 
these undeniable facts — that he is 
already in the field, that he has 
developed strength and that he is 
grooming himself for a strenuous 
race for the State Senatorship. 

"Political observers hereabouts, 
although the 19.26 primary elec- 
tion is more than seven months in 
the offing, regard the impending 
State Senator contest as the most 
spirited contest in the political 
•cockpit of Montgomery county in 
next year's campaign.

Library Annual Meeting Monday. 
List of New Books. 

The annual members' meeting of 
the Narberth Community Library 
Association will be held in the li- 
brary next Monday evening at 8 
o'clock. This meeting, in reality, is 
open to all interested persons, be- 
cause the only qualification for 
membership is the payment of $i 
once a year. Anyone who is not 
now a member can attend the meet- 
ing and qualify for membership by 
making the payment there. 

This is the first members' meeting 
since the association was organized 
last spring. The annual report of 
the librarian will be read and will 
contain interesting information re- 
garding the growth of the library 
and the scope of its service. It is 
important that there should be a 
good attendance at this meeting 
simply as a matter of personal sup- 
port to the group of women who, 
by their voluntary service five days 
a week, make it possible for Nar- 
berth to have a library. 

That is the reason why the Li- 
brary Association repeats now its 
appeal for annual members at $i a 
year. There are less than 75 such 
members, whereas more than 400 
adults are regular patrons of the li- 
brary and more than 500 children 
are being served regularly. The li- 
brary was started from nothing; 
there is no endowment ; the $500 ap- 
propriation of the school board is 
the only important cash contribu- 
tion aside from money derived from 
memberships and the rental of fic- 
tion. If it was necessary to pay any 
salaries or rent, the library could not 
function at all on its present income. 

Narberth now enjoys one of the 
best libraries on the Main Line be- 
cause 40 women serve in it free of 
charge, five days, come rain or 
shine, every week" in the year. Is it 
asking too much, is it expecting too 
much, to look to the rest of the 
adults who patronize the library to 
contribute only $1 a year?
